Oklahoma City and the Oklahoma Department 
of Transportation are making one of the most as- 


toundingly stupid transportation decisions in our 
City's history, The proposed 1-40 Crosstown \ n freeway 
besales destroying the Riverside and Walnut Grove _ 
neighborhoods, will also kill the effectiveness of 
Union Station as a transportation Center where trains 
buses. cars and trucks could meet amd exchange Cargo 
and passengers. 

The Oklahoma City Union Station is situated at 

300 SW 7th, Opening in 1931, the terminal building - 
with 55,000 square feet on its main floor - is a bexori- 
ful California Spanish style structure with many ele- 
fam touches such as small courtyards and alcoves ” 
with fountams and gardens. The 12 track rail yard is 
served by subterranean tunnels which brought p :

Of 
course, they mean the terminal building will stand - 
but would they replace the runways at Will Rogers 
Airport with freeways and then claim “you still have 
an airport” because they left the tower and terminal 
building? That's essentially what's happening at Un- 
ion Station, Only ONE track will remain - and it will 
be down in a 15-foot deep trench. 

Two cents of the federal tax that all Oklahoma 
drivers pay on every gallon of gasoline goes directly 
to the Federal Transit Trust Fund. ft buys transit 
SOMEWHERE - which means that thanks to political 
leadership like Congressman Emest Istook, the OKC

This year, more than 600 people will die on 
Oklahoma roads. Yet the 160 mph bullet trains of 
Japan have moved 3 billion passengers since 1964, 
without one single passenger fatality. Rail is all- 
weather transportation which is as safe as human 
beings can Conceive. The proven safety record of 
modern rail passenger service simply cannot be com- 
pared to that of roadways. 7 

DART Rail required the destruction of no his- 
toric neighborhoods and was constructed without any 
ethnic cleansing. It was built to a 100 year lifetime 
standard, with no significant maintenance required for 
40 years. Compare this with the standard hfe of high- 
way pavement of 20 years. Virtually all interstate 
highway pavements in Oklahoma are today at least {5 
years beyond their design lives. There's “no money 
(to fix them - no moncy to replace them” but there 
seems always to be moncy to “build more.” 

Here's our theory; Just as nuclear fusion power 
production requires the “controlled splitting of at- 
oms,” political power is produced when the taxpayers 
are separated from their money. The more moncy - 
the more power. Politicians don’t like highways be-

Solidarity is the 
word used in the writings of Pope John Paul [I to describe this social relationship, 
and it is in direct contradiction to the various kinds of class warfare promoted by 
both communists and social darwinist capitalists alike as their models for social 
change. In Matthew 25, we read of the Great Judgment, where those who go to 
heaven are welcomed with words of thanks for the times that they had fed, clothed, 
and given housing to Jesus. At this the crowds were confused, because most of 
them could not remember ever actually meeting Jesus as a physical person, much 
less giving him a meal. But Jesus said, “Inasmuch as you have done this to one of 
these, the least of my brothers and sisters, you have done it to Me.”

Ip fact, we have received two vacant low in the 
Gatewood neighborhood which we hope to wrn into community gardens to raise 
fresh produce to give to the poor. Next spring, one thing you can do for the poor bs 
to plant same of your own garden for the purpose of giving to the pour, and if you 
don't have a garden, then start One or help with our gardens for the poor.

Catholic Workers have always been involved with what Dorothy Day and 
Peter Maurin called “clarification of thought”, which is studying the teachings of 
the church and discerning how to apply them to current issues, One way we do this 
is by maintaining an active internet apostolate of websites and discussion groups, in 
addition to haying monthly meetings at our house and elsewhere. Ln the past year, 
our five websites were visited by more than 220,000 people, who downloaded more 
than 650,000 pages of information. Our websites are dedicated to social justice, 
simple, frugal, and sustainable living, energy conservation, peace, and our 
Oklahoma food project. More than 600 people every day visit one of our web 
pages, and we have been visited 92 different countries, .
